Drawings 

Receipt of the replacement sheets filed 1 1/7/06 is acknowledged, however these 
replacement sheets do not overcome the objections set forth in paragraph 1 of the 
Office Action mailed 6/28/06 because they are not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), 
as presented and discussed in MPEP 608.02(p).
